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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 01/26/1999 have been fully considered. The 35 VSC § 112 
rejection from the previous office action is withdrawn in view of applicants amendment and 
comments. Claim 1 is amended, claims 9-1 1 are added thus claims 1-1 1 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-1 lare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kimock et al. (US 
5,527,596). 

Kimock et al. discloses a coated substrate comprising a layer composed of silicon 
oxynitride (col. 7, line 50) coated on a substrate which comprises transparent material (col. 4, line 
66). The thickness of the coating material is ranging from 5 angstroms to 1 micron (col. 8, line 
54). The coated article has an integrated transmittance between 350 and 750nm of greater than 
10% (col. 4, lines 8-13) and is used in scanners (abstract). 

Applicant's argument to the previous Office Action is based on that Applicant's silicon 
oxynitride coating layer is an external layer not an intermidiate layer as disclosed in Kimock. 
Kimock also discloses a silicon oxynitride coating layer as an outer external layer (example AA 
and col. 21, line 18), therefore, Kimock has used or at least tested the silicon oxynitride coating 
layer as an outer external layer.
